Lxchange  btuaents/  barrier  was  a  problem 


I  went  to  the  city  of  Bremen  in 
West  Germany  (pop.  600,000).  I 
stayed  there  two  months  with  my 
host  family  which  included  Frau 
Kunze,  her  son,  Mattias  (7),  and 
her  daughter,  Viola  (4). 

Being  an  exchange  student  gave 
me  a  summer  I'll  never  forget. 
Sausage  every  night  for  supper, 
seeing  no  other  kind  of  a  car  but 
a  Volkswagen,  and  watching  the 
"Wizard  of  Oz"  on  German  T.V. 
were  just  a  few  of  the  new  events 
1  experienced. 


After  spending  two  months  in  my 
"home  away  from  home",  I  real¬ 
ized  that  people  can  communicate 
in  ways  other  than  just  speaking. 
A  friendly  smile,  a  warm  touch 
of  the  hand,  and  tucking  my  Ger¬ 
man  brother  and  sister  into  bed 
really  showed  that  "love  is  a  uni¬ 
versal  language". 

I  was  sponsored  by  the  Columbia 
City  Kiwanis  and  went  through  the 
Youth  for  Understanding  Com¬ 
pany. 


I  arrived  in  the  U.S.  on  August 
10,  1972,  as  a  foreign  student  to 
live  with  the  John  Kauffman  fam¬ 
ily  of  Jefferson  township. 


At  CCJHS  I  have  signed  up  for 
some  business  courses  such  as 
shorthand  and  bookkeeping,  plus 
U.S.  History  and  Government  as 
requirements.  The  teachers,  every¬ 
body  at  school  and  outside  of 
school  have  been  wonderful. 

I'll  never  regret  I  came. 


THa^anJtei  fe*ju6l 
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I  arrived  in  Detroit  on  July  31 
from  Thun,  Switzerland,  and  tra¬ 
veled  to  Columbia  City  the  next 
day.  I  stayed  in  the  families  of 
three  Rotarians:  Dr.  Herschel 
Aumsbuagh  family,  Dr.  Robert  Mc¬ 
Connell  family,  and  the  Dr.  Thom¬ 
as  Hamilton  family.  Besides  going 
to  school,  I  also  participated  in  the 
Speech  Club,  Thespians,  and  was 
COLUMBIAN  photographer. 

I  think  that  the  language  barriers 
were  overcome.  I  didn't  have  any 
difficulties  to  communicate  with  the 
American  kids. 

I  also  undertook  several  trips  lead¬ 
ing  to  Washington,  New  York  City, 
Niagara  Falls,  Chicago  and  the 
West  Coast. 

On  July  30,  1973,  I  will  leave 
America  for  Switzerland.  After 
graduation  at  my  Swiss  school,  I 
will  probably  attend  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Bern. 

I  hope  very  much  to  come  back 
to  the  U.S.A.

I  stayed  in  Esparta,  Costa  Rica, 
with  the  Tobias  Mora  family  dur¬ 
ing  the  month  of  June  1972. 
School  was  in  session  at  that  time, 
and  I  was  required  to  go  to  school 
with  Irma,  my  Spanish  sister.  I 
attended  Catholic  Mass  every  Sun¬ 
day,  went  to  dances  every  Saturday 
and  Sunday  nights,  made  several 
trips  to  surrounding  cities,  and  I 
came  to  know  everyone  of  the  26 
Seniors  in  my  class. 


I  enjoyed  my  experience  very 
much,  and  I  learned  "mucho",  be¬ 
cause,  with  few  exceptions,  no  one 
I  met  could  speak  English.  I  found 
the  people  very  friendly,  and  will¬ 
ing  to  help  me  break  the  lan¬ 
guage  barrier.
